18        of the city, the department of the Port of Chicago or the

19        sanitary district in which the city is located.

20             (b)  As  a  temporary  police officer in the city or

23        council  of  the  city, as an employee of the Policemen's

24        Annuity and Benefit Fund created by this Article, as  the

11        No credit shall be granted in  this  Fund,  however,  for

12    this  service  if  the  policeman  has credit therefor in any

13    other annuity and benefit fund, or unless he  contributes  to

14    this  Fund the amount he would have contributed with interest

15    had he remained an active member of the police department  in

16    the  position  he  occupied  as  a  result of a civil service

17    competitive examination, certification and appointment by the

18    Civil Service Board; or in the case of a city operating under

 3    shall  apply  to  members  of  the  Fund  who  have not begun
